ACTION IN COURTS URGED 


Hedley Defends Road’s Figures 
—Move Seen as Fayorable to 
Unification Plan. 


Acting on a report of Commissioner 
Charles C. Lockwood, the “Transit 
Commission announced “yesterday 
that it was moving to. halt further 
payngjents on accrued preferentials to 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany. If the Commissioner’s attempt 
is successful in‘the courts. or in arbi- 
tration, the Interborough will owe 
the city approximately .$2,200,000 .in- 
stead of the city.owing the company 
approximately $4,800, 000, in. accrued 
preferentials, and the city will begin. 
to receive for the first- time a rev- 


enué from the opefation of the In-| - Ee gee |

_ terborough subways ‘at the rate, ac- 
cording to present earnings,’ of about 
$2,000,000 a ‘year. ; 

The Commission’s, decisivn: to force 


to a settlement .many items charged ‘ 


by the company to operation, some 
of. which have been in dispute for 
years, resulted from ~an intensive 
study of the company’s accounts in 
connection with the Commission's 
unification plan investigation. for 
which Samuel Untermyer is special 
counsel. Differénces of something 
more ‘than $7,000,000; as shown in 
the accompanying table, were’ dis- 
closed by ‘this investigation. Com- 
missioner Lockwood recommended 
that with the exception of the item 
of $2,029,332 for a depreciation fund, 
now the subject of..arbitration,. all 
the items’ in’ dispute. be referred to 
the courts for ‘settlement, .. 


‘Notice Served on Company. 


Formal notice’ of ‘the “comimission’s 
intention to question its charges 
was served on the Interborough in 
a letter ‘to\Frank Hedley, President 
of the company, signed by John H. 
Gilchrist; Chairman-~of the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Hedley in reply lenucll a state- 
ment, saying that the Interborough 
did not concede that any of the dis- 
puted” charges were not properly 
chargeable to operation. . He added 
that since these matters would be 
pregented to ‘an impartial’ fribinal 
for determination it would be ad- 
visable to reserve discussion of de- 
tails until a’ hearing before arbi- 
trators. 

In the recent hearings before the 
commission Mr. Untermyer’ con- 
tended that the Interborough was 
able to pay 5 per cent. on the. Man- 
hattan Railway Company stock’ as 
the rent of the elevated lines only 
because of the payment of the ac- 
crued preferentials, which would be 
stopped if the contention that these 
accruals are more than wiped’ out 
by the counter-claim now set up. 

The Interborough also is faced 
with the possibility of heavy expen- 
ditures im the near future through 
the lengthening; of its local subway 
station platforms and the purchase 
of new cars, proceedings ‘for which 
have been resumed or started re- 
cently by the commission. ‘The com- 
mission contends that the company 
is obliged to pay half the cost of the. 
platform. lengthening, estimated at. 
about $8,000. but this is disputed 
by the company. commission 
has indicated its intention of* direct- 
ing the mene gt to buy.107, new 
cars immedi ye! at a Cost. of. abaut 
$4,000,000 and 400 new~™cars within

Effect on Unification Plan.

Concerning strike expenditures of

Such a fund has been es- 
tablished by the B.-M. T. under a 
similar contract but never has been 
established by the Interborough. The 
matter has been under arbitration 
since 1919, but never has been de- 
cided. 
Commissioner Lockwood said that 
this item did not represent money 
but was a mere bookkeeping entry. 
‘The effect of it with its accumulat- 
ed interest, which has not been fig- 
ured in this amount,’’ he continued, 
‘is to build up a large paper deficit 
alleged to be due the I. R. T. and to 
permit the I. R. T. to draw down 
money quarterly.’’

Hedley Gives Company’s Views. 


In answer to requests for comment 
on Mr. Gilchrist’s letter, Mr. Hedley 
mad : the foliowing stateme: !: 

“T have receiv2d the Transit Com- 
mission letter with certain objec- 
tions to our accounts. The matters 
have been the subject of conference. 
My comment for the present is as 
follows: 

“Contract No. 3 provides that the 
city shall receive for its use of the 
new subways a specified proportion 
of the income, earnings or profits of 
the old and new subways combined. 
The amount of such income shall be 
determined by deducting from reve- 
nue in the order named: 

1. Rentals of'the old subways. 

2. Taxes. 

3. All expenses, exclusive of mainte- 
rance, actually and necessarily in- 
curred by the Interborough in the 
operation of the combined old and 
new subways. 

4. Twelvé per cent. of the revenue 
for maintenance. 

5. Five per cent. of the revenue for 
depreciation. (Items 4 and 5 are 
subject to reacjustment yearly and 
must be determined by arbitration 
if not agreed to in conference.) 

6. The average income from the op- 
eration of the old subways, agreed 
to be $6,335,000 a year. 

7. Six per cent. on $80,000,000 Inter- 
borough investment for its share of 
the cost of new subways and new 
equipment. 

8. Interest and ainking fund on cost 
of additions to oauiement. 

9. Interest and sinking fund on com- 
pany’s share of the cost of con- 
struction of new additions, if any. 

1°. Wight and 76-100 per cent. of the 
portion of the cost of construction 
of the new subways, exclusive of 
additions, paid by the city. 

“Article LI of Contract No. 3 pro- 
vides that if in any quarter-year the 
revenue shall be insufficient to meet 
the various obligations and deduc- 
tions, in the order named above. the 
deficits shall be cumulative, with in- 
terest upon such deficits semi-an- 
nually to be added to and form a 
part of the cumulative deficits. 

“These deficits at the present time, 
according to the Interborough ac- 
count, aggregate over $4,800,000. 

**The contract further provides that 


expenditure as unreasonable or im- 
proper, whereupon the amount is held 
in a suspense account until the item 
in dispute is adjudicated by arbitra- 
tion. If the determination of the 
arbitrators is that the expenditure 
is reasonable and proper, the amount 
must be charged against the proper 
account; otherwise the amount, with 
interest, must be borne by the Inter- 
borough and deducted from the ac- 
cumulated deficits. 

**All accounts of expenses have been 
delivered phe. tment A to the commis- 
sion, as required by the contract and 
the commission’s system of accounts. 
Certain objections heretofore made 
are now before arbitrators undeter- 
mined. The new objections doubtless 
will take the same course. 

“The Interborough does not con- 
cede that any item in its charges for 
expenses has not been actually and 
necessarily incurred in the operation 
of the subway. Differences of opin- 
ion might naturally arise as to 
whether certain expenditures should 
be charged to operation or to the 
company. For illustration: The ex- 
penses of the consulting engineers for 
their examinations in connection with 
the readjustment of the Manhattan 
Elevated rental some years are 
thoroughly arguable either way. It 
is for just such items that arbitra- 
tion is provided. It is not expected 
that any board of arbitrators will 
sustain the.contention now advanced 
by the commission. to anything a 
Prosebing the amount recently 
claimed in conference, and which is 
set forth in the letter I have received.

Coolidge Measures. 


REGULARS PAID THE PRICE 


Westerners Are Enabled to 
Deadlock Finance and Ma- 
nipulate- Farm. Legislation. 


SHIPSTEAD A “REPUBLICAN” 


Increase in Membership Also Gives 
Democrats Additional Posts 
on Many Bodies.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—In_order 
to maintain control of the Senate, 
the regular Republican Senators 
have been obliged to make impor- 
tant concessions to their insurgent 
brethren in arranging the member- 
ships of committees. This became 
apparent today when-the committee 
assignments were announced. 


In several of the most important 
committees the insurgents will hold 
the balance of power. In others they 
will be able, by voting with the Demo- 
crats, to bring about a deadlock and 
thus prevent the enactment of leg- 
islative measures advocated by Presi- 
dent Coolidge and his regular follow- 
ing in the Senate. 

The announcement of committee 
assignments emphasized that the 
regular Republican ‘control of the 
Senate for the rest of the Coolidge 
administration will be nominal 
merely. The insurgents will be 
in position to prevent a favorable 
report on important bills urged 
by the Republican President from 
being reported to the Senate. By 
the same token, they will have the 
opportunity to compel certain com- 
mittees to report measures which 
are supported by the Democrats.

that remains under undisputed regu-

thority has been seriously crippled 
by the course of the Senate in direct- 
ing the Special Campaign Fund Com- 
mittee to investigate the charages 
against Senators-elect Vare of Penn- 
sylvania, and Smith of Illinois. An 
effort to have these cases adjudicated 
by the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections was unsuccessful. 


Insurgents Pressed Demands. 


Much amazement was caused today 
over the assignments to the commit- 
tees which will function during the 
Seventieth Congress, whose first ses- 
sion was begun a week ago. 

When the insurgents last week vir- 
tually backed down in’ demands for 
legislation objectionablé to the regu- 
lars, their apparent surrender car- 
ried with it an understanding that 
they would vote with the regulars in 
organizing the Senate. But they de- 
clined to recede from insistence that 
their membership should be given 
more important committee places, in- 
cluding several chairmanships. 

Today’s announcement of commit- 
tee assignments furnishes plenty of 
evidence that the willingness of the 
irregular group to help their stalwart 
associates elect the Senate’s officers 
and otherwise continue Old Guard 
control had to be paid for in practi- 
cally placing the conduct of commit- 
tee business in insurgent hands.

On the sur- 
face of the list, this committee will 
be composed of nine Republicans and 
eight Democrats, but this is seen to 
be mere face-saving camouflage for 
one of those designated as. a Republi- 
can is Henrik Shipstead of inne- 
sota, the only remaining farmer- 
Jabor Senator.

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SENATE RECONFIRMS 
REED COMMITTEE 


Assures ° Investigation of Vare 
and Simith Cases by Vote 


NO OPPOSITION’ DEVELOPS 


Only Reed of Pennsylvania Objects 
to Resolution Extending Inves- 
tigating’ Body’s. Life.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.— 
An investigation of the Vare and 
Smith cases by the Reed committee 
seemed assured when the Senate, 
after only fifteen minutes’ debate, 
voted, 58 to 21, today for a resolu- 
tion confirming that committee’s life 
and powers until it makes a final 
report on both-cases. 

The Vare and Smith cases were 
referred last week to the Reed com- 
mittee, but Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri, Chairman of the committee, 
demanded the passage of a resolu- 
tion in order to obtain beyond “‘chal- 
lenge or doubt’’ full authority for the 
investigating body. 

The opposition expected against 
the passage of the resolution failed 
to develop, and the preceding debate 
was confined to a statement of pro- 
test by Senator Reed of. Pennsyl- 
vania, Mr. Vare’s principal leader in 
the Senate. 

Sixteen Republicans, forty-one Dem- 
ocrats and Senator Shipstead, the 
lone Farmer-Laborite, voted for the 
resolution to breathe new life into 
the committee. Twenty Republicans 
anc one Democrat, Senator Blease, 
voted against it. Five Democrats, 
Senators Broussard. Ramsdell, King, 
Steck and Smith of South Carolina, 
who voted or were paired last week 
against the resolution setting aside 
Smith and Vare, supported the reso- 
lution today. 

Senators Borah and Goff, Repub- 
licans, who voted against the Smith 
and Vare resolutions, voted ‘‘aye’’ on 
the Reed resolution this afternoon.

Dr. Hotchkiss, who uses her maiden 
name. for professional reasons, col- 
lapsed in the arms of her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Elizabeth Stepanof. Her 
alleged kidnapper is said to have 
been a former suitor and associate} 
of hers in several real estate trans- 
actions. 

“I begged him on my knees and 
pleaded with him to let me out,’’ she 
said, ‘‘but he forced me to drive and 
drive and drive. I kept watching for 
State police but saw none. It was 
terrible, being forced to drive along 
the public highways and unable to 
get heln from any one.”’ 

Dr. Hotchkiss left her home in 
Perry Saturday afternoon to drive to 
Rochester and spend the week-end 
with her husband. She maintained 
a residence and offices in Perry and 
came to Rochester only for week-end 
visits. 

Enroute to Rochester she stopped 
in Mount Norris and was last seen 
leaving the office of a Mount Morris 
chiropractor. Whether the kidnapper 
attacked her in the streets of the 
town, was. waiting, in her automobile

But the Rule Does Not . Prevent 
Candidates . From Seeking 
individual, Pledges. 


Charles D. Hilles, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman, and, George 
K. Morris, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State’ Committee, declined to 
say anything yesterday to elaborate 
the joint statement they .made pub- 
lic on Sunday in which the attitude 
of the party organization in this 
State was defined as in’ favor of 
sending an-uninstructed delegation to 
the National Convention. 

In local Republican circles there 
was considerable speculation why the 
Hilles-Morris announcement should 
have been made public at. all, inas- 
much as the program. represented 
only what. has been the policy of the 
party in this State for many years. 
There were instructed delegations in 
1904 and in 1908. In 1904 President 
Theodore Roosevelt was the candi- 
date for the nomination without op- 
position. In 1908 the delegation went 
pledged to Governor Charles E. 
Hughes as the State’s favorite son. 
Since 1908 New York has not sent an 
instructed delegation. 

An impression prevailed in Repub- 
lican circles yesterday that possibly 
the statement had been issued in or- 
der to blaze the trail for similar ac- 
tion in other States. Mr. Hilles, it 
was recalled, when he .sat with 
Chairman Morris in. collaboration 
upon the statement was fresh from 
the conferences of the National Com- 
mittee at Washington, where he had 
been in a position to discuss the 1928 
outlook with leaders from all parts of 
the country. : 

The lead by Republicans in this 
State could -be followed.in at least 
thirty States where the law does not 
provide for a. direct vote on Presi- 
dential preferences in the Spring 
vrimaries, The States included in 
this number in the aggregate will 
send a little more than 600 delegates, 
more than a majority of the whole 
number, to the national convention. 

It was pointed out that this would 


provide a bloc of delegates sufficient | 


to control the action of the national 
convention if there were no instruc- 
tions or pledges to candidates to 
hamper their freedom of action and 
that this might be desirable in view 
of the uncertainty which now pre- 
vails with regard to the wisest course 
to follow in naming a standard 
bearer for next year’s national fight. 

It was recalled yesterday that in 
1920 Frank O. Lowden, who again 
is a candidate for the nomination, 
had obtained pledges from not less 
than sixty-two of the ninety-three 
delegates from this State. He had} 
in the aggregate more pledged dele- | 
gates than any other candidate then 
in the running, with the possible ex- 
cepticn of General Leonard Wood, 
when, only a few days before the 
convention was scheduled to meet, 
his nomination was rendered im- 
possible as a result. of disclosures in 
connection with the expenditure of 
money in Missouri to obtain Lowden 
delegates. 

Mr. Lowden denied all knowledge 
of the transactions brought to light 
and his denial was generally accept- 
ed by the Republican leaders, who 
nevertheless foresaw that his nomi- 
nation might bring peril of defeat to 
the party. 

The decision in favor of an unin- 
structed delegation, it was pointed 
out yesterday, will not prevent any 
of the candidates from _ seeking 
pledges from delegates elected at the 
Spring primaries from Congressional 
districts. District delegates are not 
subject to instructions, which apply 
only to the delegates at large, chosen 
by the Spring Convention.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—News was re- 
ceived in London tonight of the mur- 
der in Bryan, Mexico, on November 
8, of William Taylor Ennis, a Brit- 
fish contractor. This latest of a 
long series of outrages on British 
subjects aboard during the two 
years has resulted in a demand for 
a Foreign Office investigation of the 
treatment of British nationals out- 
side of the empire. 

With the announcement a few days 
ago that the French Government had 
pardoned Bennett Doty, the Amer- 
ican who deserted from the Foreign 
Legion and was recaptured and sen- 
tenced to death, it was disclosed that 
John Harvey, an Englishman who 
deserted with Doty, was sentenced 
‘to seven ~ears’ imprisonment and 
istill is confined in the French prison 
at Clairvaux. 

Simultaneously with these events 
there arrived in Aberdeen another

Several British subjects are report- 
ed to have been beaten and much 
British property destroyed during 
the recent student riots in Transyl-

in a large number of cases in recent 
years e British Government has 
failed to take adequate action. 

A notable case, that of Fred 
Thomas, the British steward of the 
American steamer Manatawny, who 
is alleged to have been chained to 
the deckrail and flogged by the cap- 
tain, was the subject of a memo- 
randum to Washington in Septem- 
ber. ‘Then there is the case of Cap- 
tain Joys and Chief Officer Buxton 
of the British steamer Edith Cavell, 
who were imprisoned in France 
charged with the loss of their vessel 
and as a result of the treatment to 
which they were subjected in prison, 
died soon after their release. 

Other noteworthy cases are the al- 
Jeged false imprisonment of an Eng- 
lish governess at Athens and the 
imprisonment at Denver, Col., last 
month of A. K. Orr, a British sub- 
ject, for seventeen days without a 
charge being made against him.

PARIS, Dec. 12.—American motion 
picture companies, which have a 
practical monopoly in the French 
market, are-very. much worried over 
the prospects of the French quota 
law, similar in intent and purpose 
to that adopted by the British Par- 
liament. 

The State Department is closely 
watching the situation, in view of the 
millions of dollars of American in- 
vestmient in the annual business in- 
volved. Representatives of Will 
Hays’s organization arrived in France 
to obtain a first-hand impression. 

The commission appointed by Min- 
ister of Public Instruction Edouard 
Herriot to inquire into the present 
state of the French motion picture 
industry, with a view to its improve- 
ment, will meet in Paris on Dec. 21. 
Its members will have before them a 
carefully drawn measure in which 
American films would be limited to 
one for every eight French films 
produced. 

Some of the American concerns do 
mot regard the quota idea with too 
must disfavor, but the majority fear 
the consequences of a law which 
would permit the French film in- 
dustry to bring pressure to bear upon 
the American companies with the 
pu e of forcing them to buy or 


exploit a given number of French 
films.each year.

Primate Opens Discussions. 
BILL IS EXPECTED TO PASS 


But Atmosphere Is Tense With 
Religious Controversy and Oppo~. 
sition Is Determined.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The debate on 
the new Church of England prayer- 
book, declared the most important 
ecclesiastical. controversy England 
has known since the Reformation, 
was opened today in the House of 
Lords, which was crowded as it 
never has been since it was shorn of 
most of its authority. 

‘When the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, primate of England, rose to 
introduce the prayerbook measure, 
he addressed a gathering such as 
is seen only on the greatest occa- 
sions. The austere atmosphere of 


the Speer chamber, seldom stirred 
by political turbulence or private 
faction, appeared to breathe relig- 
. ious controversy, and the effect, if 

not so edifying, was more stimulat- 
ing. The debate, however, opened 
quietly enough, the primate’s speech 
being notable for its calmness and 
modesty, and sounding the note on 
which the speeches of the dissen- 
tients who followed were also 
pitched. 

The striking feature of the opening 
‘ of the debate was its audience. Privy 
Councilors crowded in their place of 
privilege around the Throne. Peer- 
esses rubbed shoulders in the peers’ 
galleries. The strangers’ gallery, 
usually empty, was jammed to ca- 
pacity and there was hardly an 
empty seat on the floor of the cham- 
ber itself and nota vacant place in 
the four benches of bishops, crowded 
with dignified figures in their flow- 
ing vestments. enty-one bishops, 
it is estimated, will participate in the 
debate, seventeen in favor of the 
new book and four against. The 
others will remain silent, but it is 
known how they will vote, and. the 
opinions of most of the lords temro- 
ral also have been gauged in the 
twenty years in which the discussion 
has been going on. 

Unless there is some unpredictable 
volte face by the back benchers it 
is almost certain, therefore, that the 
measure will pass, since it cannot 
be amended. 

Something of this calm certainty 
seemed to inform the speech of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. He 
shrank, he said, from trying to han- 
dle in such circumstances’ the 
thoughts and doctrines which be- 
longed to the deepest. and most 
sacred mysteries of faith. There- 
fore he must argue his case in a 
different fashion than some freely 
subsidized and fantastically abusive 
critics who had been accusing him 
of trying to undo the work of the 
Reformation. 

He declared, with. a. Episcopal 
authority dating back thirty-seven 
years, that the new -proposals con-

A deputation of 
Anglo-Catholic Clergy had just given 
him a pledge to confirm the new 
rules, and he believed many of the 
present opponents would follow’ as 
soon as it became operative. 

The Earl of: Beauchamp for the 
Liberals - and. Lord Phillimore sup- 
ported the measure. Lord Hanworth, 
Master of the Rolls, joined the Mar- 
quess of Lincolnshire in opposing it. 
The Earl of Denbigh held the scales 
equally, announcing that as a Ro- 
man Catholic he would not vote. 

Lord Sanworth singled out a phrase 
used by the Bishop of Durham, who 
had spoken in an outside debate of 
the ‘‘Protestant underworld,’’ words 
which, he said, had caused great pain 
and if used by an industrial arbi- 
trator would have been sufficient to 
have had him removed from his 
position.

‘‘We intend to show that these de- 
fendants did not know each other 
before they were arrested,’’ Mr.

“Carillo arose at 7:15 in his home 
in Brooklyn on the day of the mur- 
der, called his wife about some hot 
water, had breakfast at home, 
bought a paper and some candy 
near by and returned to his home. 
He then took an umbrella and 
started on the subway for the pa- 
rade. He saw a part of it at Forty- 
fifth Street, a part at Seventy-third 
Street and then returned home. 

“Greco also was born in oy He 
served with the Italian Army in the 
war, being promoted from private to 
Pe, gre major. He came here in 
1920 and worked as a mechanic and 
later in a tailor shop. 

‘On one occasion the Fascisti were 
blessing a flag in Brooklyn and 
Greco was there. Suddenly Greco 
shouted that he felt something warm 
on his back. He soon found he had 
been stabbed. A policeman arrested 
a man for it, but Greco could not 
identify him. The defense contends

“On the day of the murder Greco 
was at work in the little music shop 
behind which he lived.

Hays Charges Connivance to 
Cause Arrest and Conviction 
of Greco and-.Carillo. 


CALLS PRISONERS ‘MARKED’ 


Seven State Witnesses at Trial in 
Bronx Fail to Link Anti-Fascisti 
Defendants to Murderss 


In Judge Albert Cohn’s Bronx’ 
County court room, too small to hold 
all who struggled for admission, the 
charge was made yesterday that 
members of the New York City Po- 
lice Department had connived crim- 
inally with the Fascisti League of 
North America to bring about the 
arrest and conviction of Calogero 
Greco and Donato Carillo for no rea- 
son other than that they were mili- 
tant anti-Fascisti. The young Ital- 
jians are on trial f the murder of 
Joseph Carisi, who on last Memorial 
Day was stabbed twenty-one times 
through the black shirt he wore as 
an adherent of the policies of Prem- 
ier Mussolini. 

The charge was made by Arthur 
Garfield Hays of defense counsel] in 
his opening address to the jury. His 
clients, Mr. Hays declared, were in- 
mocent men: who would not be in 
court if they had not been marked 
by the Fascisti League, which was 
seeking victims for the murder of 
Carisi, and of Nicholas Amorroso, 
who was slain at the same time, in 
order to save its prestige in Italy. 
The police, he added, investigated 
the murders with a desire to please 
the Fascisti League and with the 
hope that they would ‘‘get some- 
thing in honors from the Italian Gov- 
ernment if they could get some one.”’ 


Calls Murders ‘‘Dastardly.”’ 


Admitting that the murders had 
been ‘‘dastardly,’’ he asserted the de- 
fense would prove that neither Greco 
nor Carillo had anything to do with 
them and knew nothing of them 
until they read the newspapers. He 
would prove, he said, just where the 
defendants had been before, durin 
and after the slayings and woul 
stand on the incontrovertible fact 
that a man cannot be in two places 
at the same time. 

From the standpoint of the prose- 
cution the trial developed a unique 
feature. Throughout a day devoted 
to the examination of seven State’s 
witnesses, four of whom were Fas- 
cisti, the State did not reach the 
point in its case where either Greco’s 
or Carillo’s name figured. Not even 
indirectly were they accused of hav- 
ing taken any part in the murders, 
although these murders were, in

Gleason an admission that the names 
of four men hé had jotted down in 
his notebook thirty minutes after his 
arrival] at the murder scene were not 
names of eyewitnesses, as he under- 
stood it, but merely of persons who 
had arrived after the crime.

URGE COOPERATION 
OF CHRISTIAN AND JEW 


Dr. C. E. Jefferson, Rabbi Wise 
and Senator Walsh Stress 
Necessity of Good-Will.

BALTIMORE, Dec. 12.—Four hun- 
dred men, clergymen and laymen, 
representing the Protestant, Catho- 
lic and Jewish churches, sat down 
to a “‘good-will’’ dinner, and were 
stirred to the highest pitch by three 
speakers who are regarded as highly 
representative of their various 
creeds. ; 

They were the Rev. Dr. Charles E. 
Jefferson of Broadway Tabernacle, 
New York, who spoke for the Prot- 
estant Church; Senator David I. 
Walsh of Massachusetts who spoke 
for the Roman Catholics, and Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise of New York who 
presented the Jewish phase of the 
good-will problem. 

All three speakers condemned any 
and all discrimination on account of 


his religion, against any one pe aes 
to poltical preferment and stresse 
as a common basis for all religions 








the injunction ‘to do justice, show — 
mercy re ‘walk humbly with God, 

The ill-feeling among men ‘of dif- 
ferent )religious; faiths ‘Dr. Jefferson 
ascribed to ignorance. This is fol- 
lowed, he-said; phage oreo and then 
by hatred. In the making of good 
friends with men of other religions 
and Joking bindly alo. religious 
and racial lines, Dr. Jefferson saw 
the solution of the great problem. 

Senator Walsh presented himself 
as an example of understanding and 
good-will in this country. Living in 
a non-Catholic State. he had been 
honored many times as a result of 
the tolerant spirit of Jews and Prot- 
estants. Senator Walsh did not con- 
done the intolerance of persons of 
his own faith, but quoted from Pope 
Clement and from Catholic spokes- 
men in this country to show that 
the existence of this spirit was recog- 
nied and condemned by them. 

The great heart of America is 
tolerant, he said. American idealism 
stands for frecdom of speech, free- 
dom of the ballot and freedom of the 
pulpit. No Catholic in the pulpit has 
ever espoused any movement di- 
rected against any religious faith. 
The founders of this country solved 
the problem. American institutions 
are founded on tolerance. ‘‘Be Ameri- 
cans,’’ he concluded, ‘‘and intolerance 
will disappear from our country.’’ 

Rabbi Wise made a plea not for 
tolerance, which he said involved in- 
feriority of the person or faith tol- 
erated and would be resented, but 
for appreciation. 

‘‘We are;” he said, ‘fon the way 
when priest, minister and rabbi can 
come together and deliberate not on 
the minor things that divide them, 
but on the major things that unite 
them. A great advance has been 
made. 

“The next step is cooperation. If 
you Catholics and Protestants cannot 
work together, there is no such thing 
as Christianity. If Catholic, Prot- 
estant and Jew cannot live together 
there is no such thing as religion.”’

Fifteen Form Around Hyman 
Holtz, Suspected in Slaying 
of “Little Augie.” 


ASSAULT CHARGE DISMISSED 


But Prisoner Is Detained for 
- Further Investigation on a 
Bench. Warrant. 


Diminutive Hyman Hoitz, 31 years 
old, of 1,561 Townsend Avenue, the 
Bronx, whom police suspect in the 
shooting of Jacob’ Orgen, ‘‘Little 
Augie,’’ the gang leader, had a guard 
of fifteen detectives assigned to him 
yesterday when he was brought from 
Fordhem Hospital to Morrisania 
Court for arraignment on a technical 
charge of assault. The police intend 
to keep Holtz safe in a cell unti! his 
alleged gang connections can be in- 
vestigated. 

Holtz has been in the hospital since 
Nov. 19 when he and Benjamin 
Weinstein, 30, of 86 Ludlow Street, 
were fired upon from a speeding au- 
tomobile as they stood at the corner 
of Mount Eden and Townsend Ave- 
nues, the Bronx.’ Holtz was shot in 
the left arm and Weinstein was more 
seriously injured, but they have 
steadfastly refused to tell the police 
of their suspicions as to the identity 
of their assailants. 

The fifteen detectives under Lieu- 
tenant John Mulhardy of the High 
Bridge Station formed in hollow 
square around Holtz es they marched 
him into the court room, and when 
Magistrate Francis X. McQuade dis- 
missed the assault charge the same 


bodyguard entered automobiles to 
protect Holtz on the journey to the 
West Thirtieth Street Station House, 
where he was locked up on a bench 
warrant charging robbery. While 
Holtz was in the Morrisania. Court 
the detectives carefully scrutinized 
every person entering the building 
and searched those whom they 
deemed suspicious for weapons. 

The police at the West Thirtieth 
Street Station were reticent as tothe 
specific charge they intended to 
make against Holtz, but they said 
if he was convicted it would mean a 
life term for the gangster, as the 
records showed several previous con- 
victions for felonies.

GOSHEN FARMER KILLS 
FAMILY AND HIMSELF 


Neighbors Find Bodies of Man, 
Wife and Daughter Shot 
Dead in Beds. 


GOSHEN, N. Y., Dec. 12 ®.— 
After shooting and killing his wife 
and daughter as they lay asleep in 
their farm home near here early to- 
day, John Price, 45 years old, shot 
himself to death. The bodies were 
discovered tonight by neighbors. 

An investigation by Sheriff Henry 
Hull tonight showed that Price first 
killed his wife as she slept at his 
side and then went into the room 
of his 14-year-old daughter and shot 
the girl. All of the bodies were 
found in bed, Price with his head 
slumped down and the revolver rest- 
ing between his knees. 

An alarm clock on a table near the 
the bed was set for 4:30 A. M., the 
Sheriff said, and downstairs on the 
kitchen table a breakfast for the 
three was untouched. 

Neighbors were called to the scene 
by the bellowing of unmilked and 
unfed cattle in Price’s barn. An in- 
vestigation showed that the cattle 
had not been milked since the pre- 
ceding night. Continuing their search, 
the neighbors found the house locked. 
The police wer called, an entrance 
forced and the bodies found.

highway construction in Queens. 
Rice testified that Hirsh told him 
in 1917, when Queens began to use 
the lock joint pina, that it was not 
patented. Mr. Hirsh said“ he could 
not. have made such a statement to 
Rice, as the pipe was patented at 
that time. He also admitted that the

Mr, Pascal said he had not con- 
cluded his inquiry as to whether the 
specifications actually constituted a 
monopoly for the lock joint pipe, 
which is said to be controlled in 
Queens by John M, Phillips, alleged 
head of the sewer ring. 

Klein Cites Specifications. 

When informed of the Corporation 
Counsel’s statement, Mr, Klein. re- 
ferred reporters to paragraph 134 of 
the specifications in the Jamaica 
sewer contracts, reading as follows: 

‘‘All joints to. be made of 1:2 Port- 
land cement mortar. The mortar 
shall be iccoug troweled in the 
recess of the interior of the pipe up 
to the spring liné, making a continu- 
ous invert; ‘After: this has’ been done 
steel forms specially designed for the 
purpose shall be placed over and 
around the entire joint, and the mor- 
tar for sealing the arch portions 
owen or poured through an open- 
ng in the crown of the pipe. Joints 
must be watertight.”’ 

The provision for the ‘‘stee] forms, 
specially designed,’”*’ Mr, Klein con- 
tended, gave the Phillips pipe, with 
its patented steel form, a monopoly 
on the Queens sewer contracts, Mr. 
Klein asserted that such specifica- 
tions did not obtain in the sewer 
contracts of any other borough in 
New York City, and that the lock 
joint pipe was not used in any other 
borough. He also pointed out that 
Rice admitted at last Thursday’s 
hearing that he knew of: na pipe ex- 
cept the lock joint pipe that met the 
Queens specifications. 


Hirsh Takes Issue With Klein. 


Interviewed at his home in Mont- 
clair, N. J., Mr. Hirsh, President of 
the Lock Joint Pipe’ Company, took 
issue with Mr. Klein’s contention 
that the specifications required the 
use of the lock joint pipe. 

‘I think that Mr. Klein is on the 
wrong track and is making a big 
to-do about; nothing,’ said Mr. 
Hirsh, ‘‘The. lock joint pipe was 
patented, all right, when it was first 
used in Queens in 1917. The patent 
expired in 1925. Therefore, Mr. 
Rice was mistaken when he testified 
that I told him at that time that it 
was not patented. ~ could not have 
made such an answer to his ques- 
tion, because~I knew that it was a 
patented article. 

“A possible’ .explanation is that 
after ten years Mr. Rice retains a 
confused impression of his question 
in his mind. What he might have 
asked me at that time was whether 
the specifications in the contracts 
called for a patented article. In that 
case I would have answered no, for 
I honestly believed that and I still 
believe it. Any one could have built 
pipes then and could do so now, that 
would have fully complied with the 
specifications, and we could not have 
stopped them. There‘never has been 
and is not any monopoly.

Of the total effective vote of 1,668,- 
097 cast on the Executive budget 
amendment, voters in this city con- 
tributed 890,779. Out.of the majority 
of 845,883, New York City contribu- 
ted 686,889. 

The city debt limit amendment 
would have been defeated if the 
majority in this city had not been 
ample. An active-campaign was 
carried on in its favor here by Mayor 
Walker and others, who declared its 
ratification vital to the future transit 
construction program of the munici- 
pality. 

Amendment 2 actually came to the 
city line with an adverse majority 
of 346,604, which was offset by a 
majority within the five city coun- 
ties totaling 408,369. wh 22 

A study of the figures from the 
fifty-seven counties up-State shows 
that the amendment received an ad- 
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verse vote in counties like Erie, Mon- 
roe and Onondaga, where it had been 
urged while the measure was before 
the Legislature that the extension of 
the municipal debt limit was vital 
for relief. Only three counties out- 
side the city, none immediately af- 


}|}fected by the measure for local re- 


lief, gave this amendment an affirm- 
ative majority—Albany, Nassau and 
Rockland. 

The grade-crossing elimination 
amendment, providing that the cost 
of grade-crossing elimination falling 
upon the locality concerned—25 per 
cent. of the total—might be distribut- 
ed on the entire county, instead of 
charged against the city or village 
involved, was voted against by four- 
teen up-State counties. Approximate- 
ly 700,000 of the 942,000 majority for 
this amendment came from New 
York City, according to the official 
figures. 

Amendment 4, increasing the Gov- 
ernor’s salary from $10,000 to $25,000 
and the salaries of legislators from 
$1,500 to $2,500, was defeated up- 
State by a majority of 126,844. This 
city gave it a majority of 516,647. 

Although Amendment 5, providing 
that the Governor shall be the head 
of the Executive Department, had 
been introduced to correct a techni- 
cal error in the reorganization of 





the State departments, nearly half a 
million voters cast their ballots 
against ratification. In twenty-three 
counties up-State the amendment 
was defeated. 


No. 6 Defeated in Every County. 


Amendment 6, providing for the 
extension of the Governor’s term 
of office from two to four years, with 
Gubernatorial elections held in years 
when a President is elected, and op- 
posed by. Governor Smith on the 
ground that such elections should 
be held in political off years, was de- 
feated in every county in the State. 
A little more than 400.000 of the ad- 
verse majority of 677,000 came from 
this city. 

Amendment 7 received an ad- 
verse vote in forty-two of the fifty- 
seven counties up-State and came to 
the New York City line defeated by 
168.280. This city gave a majority! 
er 648,749. 

The amendment giving counties the 
right of excess condemnation, while 
primarily of interest to counties out- 
side of New York City, actually 
would have been defeated but for the 





majority it received here. The ad- 
verse majority outside of the city 


was 12,581. In the ctiy the majority 
for it was 564.317. 

Oddly enough, Amendment 9, de- 
signed to prevent annexation by 
cities of adjoining territory unless 
such a proposal had been favorably 
acted upon at a referendum in the 
section concerned, was opposed by 
18 lage out of the sixty-two coun- 
ies. 

A large number of blank ballots 
were reported by the State Board of 
Canvassers, the number ranging 
from 792,692 on the four-year term 
amendment, in which there was most 
interest, upward to 953,845 on 
Amendment 8.

Mrs West collapsed when the 
Court ordered her held. Coming into 
the packed court room with the same 
immobile expression that has marked 
her since her arrest in Cleveland last 
Wednesday, she sat through the tes- 
timony of five State witnesses, some 
of whom described the deails of how 
she beat her young husband to death 
with a hammer after a quarrel. 

But when Judge Helter ruled that 
she must stand trial on the first- 
degree murder charge, with the haz- 
ard of the electric chair before her, 
she sprang from her seat at the de- 
fense table with a piercing scream 
and slid to the floor. 

Her mother, Mrs. B. L. Van Woert 
of Cleveland, and a deputy sheriff 
jumped to her side, but before the 
could administer restoratives she ral- 
lied and pushed them away. Rising 
to her feet she was again swept by a 
wave of hysterics and swooned. This 
time it was several minutes before 
she regained consciousness.

Everhart is the man who, the Gov- 
ernment alleges, received from the 
Continental Trading Co., Ltd., of 
Canada, the $230,500 of Continentai 
resale profits subsequently traced to 
the account of Fall in various banks 
in Colorado, New Mexico and Texas. 
At the trial, which ended in a mis- 
trial as a result of the jury go 
ing charges, Everhart, when led 
as a witness, refused to give any 
information, asserting that to de so 
would tend to incriminate and de- 
grade him. Justice Siddons ruled 
that he had no course, under the 
law, except to sustain the witness. 

The first of the Walsh bills would 
reduce the time of the statute of 
limitations in conspiracy cases from 
six to three years.

PUTS ° PRICE AT . $650,000 


Company Also Paid $100,000 for 
Bonds, but Hoadley Got No Part 
of It, Witness Declares. 


Testimony in supplementary pro- 
ceedings brought by John R. Drexel, 
banker, to. collect on a judgment for 
$54,997 obtained against Joseph H. 
Hoadley, capitalist and promoter of 
the unsuccessful International Power 
pool some years ago, and of late 
years interested in promoting a fran- 
chise of the Longacre. Light and 
Power Company, declared yesterdav 
about $650,000. The Edison company 
bought the Longacre franchise for 
about $650,000. The Edison Companv 
is also Said to have purchased about 
$100,000 in bonds of. the Longacre 
company, but the testimony failed to 
show that Hoadley received any rt 
of the money paid for the franchise 
or bonds. - 

The testimony filed in the County 
Clerk’s office was given by Henry 
J. Hemmens, member of the law firm 
of Beardsley, Hemmens & . Taylor, 
for many years attorneys for the 
New York Edison Company. who was 
subpoenaed as a witness on the 
ground that he was believed to have 
some egowsedge as’ to. property 
owned by Mr. Hoadley. Mr. Hem- 
mens, who was questioned by Joseph 
L. Greenberg, attorney. for Mr. 
Drexel, said that he never met Hoad- 
ley until last year. 

Mr. Hemmens said that ‘‘very like- 
ly’’ the Edison company bought the 
Longacre franchise, but that his 
partner, Mr. Beardsley, represented 


‘the Edison company at the cpsing a 
te 


the contract. ‘‘I never heard that 
Hoadley had $100,000 of Longacre 
bonds,” said Mr..Hemmens. ‘The 
franchise was bought from A. B. 
Leach & Co. Mr. Quinby conducted 
the negotiation between our office 
and the Leach office.’’ Asked to give 
the details of the transaction, r. 
Hemmens said:. 

‘‘Mr. Quinby said he could buy the 
Longacre tompany ‘and: I said we 
didn’t want it at the price mentioned. 
I said it-was.too much and told him 
he should «get it for $600,000 or 
650,000. He said he ‘could get it for 
that and ‘we'said we would buy from 
him. He apparently bought it and 
we paid him: He was paid by some- 
body and Mr. Hoadley was not in- 
terested so far as I know. Later we 
bought from Mr. Quinby some Man- 
hattan and Bronx Power stock and 
$100,000 of Longacre bonds.”’ 

He insisted that the Edison com-

pany never employed Hoadley to 
negotiate for the sale of the fran- 
lise, and refused to answer other 
questions yore, whe Edison. com: 
pany’s interest in the Longacre fran- 
chise on the ground of privilege.

OF INSPECTION FEES 








Health Commissioner Reveals 
Plan as Brooklyn Barbers Ask 
Permanent Injunction. 


After Albert Conway, counsel for a 
group of Brooklyn barbers, had ap- 
plied: yesterday to Supreme Court 
Justice Townsend Scudder for an 
order continuing a temporary in- 
junction preventing the Health De- 
partment from collecting a $10 fee 
for sanitary inspection from each 
barber shop in New York City, 
Health Commissioner Harris dis- 
closed that the fee system was grad- 
ually. being extended .to numerous 
other establishments. The barbers 
maintain that it is illegal for the 
Department of Health to use sani- 
tary inspection fee money for its pen- 
sion fund, as it is now doing. 

Commissioner Harris in comment- 
ing on the application and the pen- 
sion argument asserted that only a 
small part of the fees collected was 
allocated to the pension fund. He 
explained that it was his purpose to 
extend the inspection system to every 
industry in the city which needs to 
be. inspected. 

Collection of fees for sanitary in- 
spection amounts to more than $400,- 
000, although the service was in- 
augurated only last Summer, Dr. 
Harris said. Restaurants are pay- 
ing an aggregate of $200,000 in fees, 
ok $150,000 and undertakers 


0,000. 

“It is plannec to extend the sanitary 
i:.spection system to dairies, cream- 
eries, delicatessen stores, butcher 
shops, slaughter houses, poultry 
slaughter houses, fat-rendering es- 
tablishments, beauty parlors, bath- 
ing establishments and other lines of 
industry,’”’ said Dr. Harris. 

The Commissioner contended that 
the barbers: who-have questioned the 
legality: of the fee collection repre- 
sent only a small proportion of those 
who are being benefited by the in- 
spection.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Dec. 12.—Dur- 
ing the primary campaign in Okla- 
homa a year ago Governor Henry 8S. 
Johnston left most of the work to 
his friends. He obtained the Demo- 
cratic nomination only after ‘‘Wild 
Bill’ Darnell had made a whirlwind 
campaign. splitting the rp of the 
other candidates and letting John- 
ston in by a small plurality. Darnell 
bolted the Democratic State Conven- 
tion which followed; and Johnston 
allied with him in the hope of consol- 
idating the party. 

Shortly after entering office Gov- 
ernor Johnston named Mrs. O. 
Hammonds, a neighbor in Perry, as 
his confidential secretary. This 
brought’ @ protest from his political 
followers, en he named Dr. O. O, 
Hammonds; State Health Commis- 
sioner, Until the Johnston household 
was established in Oklahoma City, 
the Governor lived with the Ham-

<s have. lived together. Governor 

ohnston has been married twice and 
has four small.children by adoption.

“cross-examination brought out that 
the prisoner had paced back and 
forth in the police station when he 
was being registered, * exclaiming, 
‘I’ve been tortured for over two 
years—this is the first peace I’ve had* 
yn two.and one-half yedrs.”’

OF $20,000,000 FOND 


But $824,758 Must Be Pledged 
by dan. 1. to Secure 
$2,600,000 Gift. 


TREASURER MAKES REPORT 


Major Part of Contributions to Go 
to Undergraduate Departments— 
$3,500,000 for Speclat Purposes,

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 12.— 
George Parmly Day, Treasurer of 
Yale University and Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Yale 
$20,000,000 Endowment Fund, said 
tonight that only $824,758 remains to 
be raised before the campaign closes 
Jan, 1, Unless the total is secured 
Yale will lose $2,600,000 which has 
been promised only upon condition 
that th? full amount is pledged. 

For the first time Mr, Day tonight 
made. public the principal gifts and 
contributions for special purposes, 
which amount to $3,500,000, which 
Yale has secured in the eleven 
months.of the campaign. 

The major part of the gifts made 
to general endowment will be for the 
benefit of Yale’s undergraduate de- 
partments, Yale College, Sheffield 
Scientific School and the Freshman 
Year, it was announced, Of the 
$3,500,000 already subscribed for me- 
morial funds and special gifts, how- 
ever, Yale’s seven graduate schools 
will enjoy the income from forty 
gifts aggr2gating more than $1,500,- 
000, while other departments which 
will be helped through memorial 
funds include the Library, Peabody 
Museum, the Infirmary, the Bureau 
of Appointments and the American 
Journal of Science. 

Of Yale’s professiona. schools, the 
School of Medicine will be the larg- 
est beneficiary if it can comply with 
the terms of a contingent offer of 
$350,000 for endowment from the Gen- 
eral Education Board, conditional on 
$1,150,000 for endowment being given 

The New Haven District for the 
Endowment Fund went ‘“‘over the 
top,’’ reporting $764,470 subscribed. 
The district’s quota was $700,000. 
The total for the city of New Haven 
is $738,607. 





BUYS A.FAMOUS CRANACH. 


Buffalo Academy Gets “The Mock- 
ery. of Christ,” Done in 1538. 


The Buffalo Fine Arts Academy, 
Albright Art Gallery, has just pur- 
chased a famous painting by Lucas 
Cranach, the elder, from the’ F. 
Kleimberger Galeries, it was learned 
yesterday. The painting represents 
“The Mockery of Christ.” It is on 
wood, 41% inches high and 33% 
inches ‘wide. It is*signed, as usual, 
with the dragon, and is dated 1538. 
The price was not made public. 

There are. more than a dozen fig- 
ures in the picture. A landscape 
illuminates the top of the painting, 
where it is seen through an opening 
of the wall. The painting, which was 
recently imported, has been in the 





collections of: M. von Forcher in 
Graz, Austria, and Consul Eduard F. 
Weber in Hamburg. : It has been de- 
scribed by a number of art writers. 

The artist was born in 1472, and 
was befriended by Emperor Maxi- 
milian. by the Duke Elector of Sax- 
ony and by Martin Luther, whose 
portraits he painted. He held the of- 
fice of court painter to the House of 
Saxony under three successive Elec- 
tors, the last being Frederick the 
Magnanimous. In 1538, the date in- 
scribed on the picture, Cranach was 
Burgomeister of the town of Witten- 
berr. Cranach is generally regarded 
as pre-eminently the painter of the 
German Reformation. He died at 
the age of 80, in 1553. 

The Buffalo Fine Arts Academy 
also bought through the Kleinberger 
Galleries at the same time a painting 
by Barend Van Orley (Flemish, 1490- 
1542), representing ‘‘The Adoration 
of the Magi,’”’ a diptych that was re- 
cently in the Stillwell sale. A third 
painting, representing ‘St. Jerome 
as a Penitent,” by Joachim de Pa- 
tinir (Flemish, 1490-1524), was also 
bought by the Academy. 

The Art Committee of the Buffalo 
organization is headed by Charles 
Clifton, President; A. C. Goodyear, 
Vice President, and William M. Hek- 
king, director.

ETIQUETTE OF CANDIDATES. 


Books of etiquette cover every 
conceivable thing, from the wrong 
fork to the right necktie, but none 
of them has ever covered the deli- 
cate matter of the behavior of a 
Presidential candidate. His conduct 
has been too much left to his own 
taste and fancy. It is time that a 
formal set of rules was devised for 
him, so that he might as successfully 
escape political pitfalls as the people 
who learn their politeness out of 
manuals avoid social gaucheries. 

Thus far every man aspiring to 
the Presidency has had to work out 
his own method of tactful approach. 
Even before he became Governor of 
New York, ‘THEODORE ROOSEVELT 
went to an old and wise‘Senator, a 
friend of his, to ask his advice how 
best to seek to become President. 
The blunt reply was: ‘‘Don’t go 
“about looking as if you wanted 
“the Presidency so consumedly, and 
“were trying so hard to get it.” 
This is the theory of indirect effort 
by the .candidate. It seems to be 
thought that if he keeps a far-away 
and indifferent look in his eyes* peo- 
ple will be led to think that he is 
just the man for the place. Some- 
thing of, that attitude is at present 
exhibited by Governor LOWDEN. He 
does not openly admit that he is a 
candidate. His heart beats so warm- 
ly for the’ farmer’: that: it ‘cannot 
record a single pulsation for mere 
office. ‘Yet Mr. LOWDEN confesses, 
with a distant air, that friends of his 
are working hard for him. They 
have even opened headquarters for 
him in Chicago, with his reluctant 
consent. But he remains offish when 
tne correspondents ply him witi 
questions about his plans and hopes. 
Senator REED of Missouri is another 
who has not yet got out of the 
“hands of his friends.” What they 
will do to him, or for him, he pro- 
fesses not to know. He, too, thinks 
it wiser not to be too conspicuous or 
ardent in pursuit of the Presidency. 

Other nice questions of etiquette 
arise in the case of Secretary 
Hoover. He has made no formal 
announcement of his candidacy, al- 
though delegates are being pledged 
to him here and there. Indeed, the 
best political observers conclude that 
at the present time he is in the lead 
among all possible Republican can- 
didates. But he is still in the Cabi- 
net, and the arbiters of political ele- 
gance are still uncertain whether it 
is fit and proper for a Cabinet mem- 
ber to go after the Presidency, and 
whether he ought ‘not to’ resign so 
as to make his campaign on the out- 
side and distinctly on his own feet.’ 
Such ;doubts, ‘and many more of 
them: could be listed, about the 
seemly behavior of Presidential can- 
didates have never been authorita- 
tively. resolved. Some enterprising 
publisher ought to collect the opin- 
ions of former candidates and their 
managers and committees, so as to 
compile a trustworthy, guide for any 
gentleman’ who would rather be cor- 
rect than be President. 


WHAT THE WAR COST. 


In a corner. of the. Treasury’s re- 
port for 1927 will be found a revised 
and up-to-date estimate of the cost 
to the United States of its participa- 
tion in the Great War. The first 
formal calculation by the Govern- 
ment actuaries was published in the 
Treasury report for 1920. It was 
based on the total expenditure ex- 
clusive of public debt from April 
6, 1917, to June 30, 1920, which 
amounted to $38,830,000,000. From 
that amount was deducted, however, 
the sum of $3,750,000,000, represent- 
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ing the Treasury’s estimate of what 
would have been the period’s expen- 
diture under peace conditions, and 
the further sum of $1,625,000,000, 
representing miscellaneous receipts 
assumed to have arisen diréctly 
from the war. 

The resultant balance of $33,455,- 
000,000 measured net war expendi- 
ture on all accounts. But since the 
part applied to loans to foreign Gov- 
ernments was covered by their finan- 
cial obligations an estimate of actual 
war costs was held to require deduc- 
tion of the net principal of that 
amount, which was figured at 
$9,445,009,000. This left the 1920 
estimate of net cost of the war to 
the United States (including de- 
mobilization expenditure up to July, 
1920) at $24,010,000,000. 

The calculation in the present 
Treasury report arrives at almost 
exactly the same amount so far as 
concerns the period and the specific 
items on which the 1920 estimate 
was based. But it extends the “ war 
period ” to the middle of 1921, when 
the President’s proclamation de- 
clared the war to be officially ended, 
and it includes, as the older calcula- 
tion did not do, interest on the war 
debt from 1917 to 1921, inclusive, 
and such part of the increase in pay 
of civilian employes as is estimated 
to have been occasioned by the war. 
This raises the total estimated cost 
to $27,183,989,000. With a view to 
bringing the estimate to date, there 
is then added, for the period from 
1921 to July, 1927, interest on war 


.| debt and cost of hospital construc- 


tion and expenditure by the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau. On that basis the 
estimate of cost of war is raised to 
$35,119,622,000. 

The method now applied is open to 
the criticism that no estimate thus 
framed can possibly be final. Vet- 
erans’ Bureau expenditure will con- 
tinue into the distant future. This 
very Treasury report shows $230,- 
556,000 expenditure in the fiscal 
year 1927 for pensions arising from 
American warfare prior to 1917. 
The estimate would also be bound to 
increase every year through interest 
on the debt, until the last of the war 
loans or of the obligations into which 
war loans had been converted should 
have been extinguished. 

Irrespective of this question of ac- 
countancy, the figures suggest in- 
teresting comparisons. On the basis 
of the war cost estimate of 1920, our 
direct expenditure for the war was 
something close to $40,000,000 per 
day. On the basis of the 1927 esti- 
mate, it would work out at some- 
thing over $58,000,000. The*com- 
mon estimate of the cost of our 
Civil War, without including subse- 
quent interest on the war debt, was 
$1,000,000 per day in its early years 
and $3,000,000 at the close. One 
year after the late European war 
had begun, the German Chancellor 
estimated in the’ Reichstag that it 
was costing all the belligerent 
Powers combined $75,000,000 daily. 
As late as June, 1916, an interna- 
tional bankers’ estimate fixed $103,- 
000,000 as the same aggregate daily 
outlay. 


THREATENING THE YELLOW- 
STONE. 


Secretary WorRK is so devoted to 
the protection of the National Parks 
that he can hardly agree to the new 
effort to induce the Department of 
the Interior to sanction the exchange 
of the Bechler Meadows district of 
the Yellowstone for an equal area of 
adjoining Idaho lands. This pro- 
posal has reappeared in one form or 
another. each year since 1920. The 
friends of the National Parks have 
succeeded in blocking it. Its advo- 
cates desire this territory so as to 
control its waters for irrigation and 
power purposes in settlements near 
the park. Their first attempts were 
to obtain the rights to use the 
water without seeking to obtain 
possession of the land. Failing in 
this, they decided to try to get 
the land. 

The Bechler Meadows form one of 
the most attractive sections of the 
park. The area offered in exchange 
is by comparison -uninteresting. 
More important than that, the 
security of the National Parks is 
involved. There has been repeated 
endeavor by power interests and 
other self-seekers to. utilize their 
natural resources for private profit. 
Were these to succeed we should 
see some of our finest regions 
ruined by dams or dispoiled of 
their timber or water. If the objec- 
tive can be attained by the new 
method of detaching lands from the 
parks, we shall see the beginning of 
their disintegration. Both efforts are 
subversive of. the interests of the 
nation as a whole, which caused 
these areas to be set aside so that 
they should be preserved in per- 
petuity in their pristine splendor. 

The Idaho delegates who are to 
appear before the Secretary of the 
Interior . represent, of. course, the 
desires of the people living in the 
affected area adjacent to the Yel- 
lowstone.- Their constituents will 
profit if the mission succeeds. But 
interests greater than these are at 
stake. It behooves the friends of 
the parks throughout the country to 
rally to the defense of the Yellow- 
stone. They are confident that the 
various officials of the Department 
of the Interior will not sanction any 
proposal which tends to impair thé 
park system. The real danger will 
arise when and if the subject is again 
laid before Congress. In the rush 
of small measures it is often pos- 
sible to slip through a proposal 
such as this without ina pero 
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realizing fully what is being done. 
Apparently,--eternal. vigilance is 
necessary if the parks are to be 
perpetuated intact.

WISDOM OF THE PRUDENT. 


Chairman Morris and Executive 
Committee Chairman HILLES. have 
united in a solemn utterance. Most 
of it is a threnody over the great 
refusal of Mr. COOLIDGE and of Mr. 
HUGHES, especially that of the for- 
mer. No New York substitute for 
the latter being visible, the organi- 
zation returns to the policy of send- 
ing an uninstructed delegation to 
Kansas City and waiting for the cat 
to jump. “The field is open,” the 
gods of the machine are good enough 
to say, to all candidates who have 
“announced” themselves or have 
yet to do so. No attempt will be 
made to shut anybody out. That 
would be bad for the party. The 
machine will merely favor the choice 
of an uninstructed delegation “ com- 
“ posed of mien and women represen- 
“tative of the solid opinion of a 
“majority of the party.” . 

This is both modest and pretty. 
But what does it mean? Is this 
declaration of the “open field” to 
be read as notice that the Western- 
ers who are likely to be the prin- 
cipal contenders must keep out of 
the New York reservation and leave 
it to the bosses to decide whom New 
York shall plump for? It is far too 
early for the opinion of a majority 
of New York Republicans regarding 
a candidate for President even to be 
guessed at. That opinion must now 
be fluid. It may solidify or it may 
not before the convention; but surely 
the Republican voters of New York 
must be a queer lot if they do not 
already begin to have their prefer- 
ences and their first choices. Why 
should they not make them effective 
later if they can, instead of allowing 
the machine an opportunity to flop 
at the seasonable moment to the 
winner and so establish its claim to 
the prime object. for which, in the 
view of political committees, parties 
and Governments exist—patronage? 

To “instruct” for a New Yorker 
or to “instruct” for nobody is the 
New York Republican way. It can- 
not be said that New York delegates 
to Republican National Conventions 
have usually been impressive or ef- 
fective figures; but Mr. MORRIS and 
Mr. HILLES and their associates may 
at least hope for a little more suc- 
cess at Kansas City than they have 
ever had at Albany. 


AUDITION. 


Two of the five senses have been 
so expanded in their reach that it 
can be only a question of time 
when men will see and hear around 
the whole globe. As for the other 
senses, railroads, ships and motors 
have brought to the tasting every- 
thing edible that the earth produces 
and to the smelling every perfume 
that anywhere rises, while electricity 
has so exterided the strength of the 
touch that the pressure of a hand 
upon a key will mov2 mountains of 
rock thousands of miles away. Of 
tLes> expanded sense.; the most mar- 
velous—it still seems miraculous— 
is that of “ audition.” 

A remarkable demonstration was 
given Sunday night when the ten 
finalists, champion singers in con- 
tests in a thousand cities, partici- 
pated in by 50,000 young men and 
women, were nationally heard by 
millions. A young school teacher 
singing in New York and winning 
first prize was heard by her parents 
in Colorado Springs. A Philadelphia 
boy, another first-prize winner, was 
heard in his home. Thousands lis- 
tened in on the Pacific Coast and 
“heard perfectly” their representa- 
tives from San Francisco and Ore- 
gon. And so of all the others, no 
doubt, from Chicago, Asheville, N. 
C.; Manchester, N. H.; Flint, Mich.; 
Richmond, Va., and Galveston, 
Texas. With the perfecting of ap- 
patatus the whole earth will be en- 
circled with a “chain” not alone 
of speech but of song. 

An American writer, lately gone, 
said that every civilization has given 
out its distinct musical quality. 
Greece for a long time yielded the 
sound of the pipe and later that of 
the lyre. Rome was the voice of a 
trumpet and Ireland of a harp and 
Scotland of a bagpipe. But hence- 
forth every nation, every civilization, 
will give out the musical quality of 
its life in the sour’ of the radio, 
whatever the instrument or the voice 
speaking through it. Of man in any 
part of the earth, one will be able to 
exclaim with Jos: “I have heard 
thee by the hearing of the ear.” It 
will only remain to add when tele- 
vision has been further advanced, 
“but now mine eye seeth thee.” 





GAINFULLY EMPLOYED. 


One factor in the higher well- 
being of the American people is the 
family income other than that of the 
chief breadwinner. Taking the pres- 
ent average wage, it is argued by 
Professor “IRVING FISHER that two 
Wwage-earners per family of five are 
needed to attain the family’ stand- 
ard set by the Department of Labor. 
But counting the family at five 
members, the required two wage- 
earners would seem. to. have’ been 
reached in the census of 1920. The 
population of the continental United 
States in that year was 105,000,000, 
which would indicate 21,000,000 
families. The number. of persons 
gainfully employed was 41,641,000, 
which is almost exactly double. Ac- 
tually the Fisher estimate of the size 
of the family ig too high, Ip 1920 





there were 24,351,000. families, which 
would make the average 4.3 persons. 
And the number of wage-earners 
divided into the number of families 
would give 1.7 income producers per 
family. For up-State New York the 
indicated: wage-earners are 1.8 per 
family. For New York City the 
Wage-earners would be 1.9 per 
family. 

For the increased family income it 
is the women who are responsible. 
In 1880 the gainfully employed 
among all males over the age of 10 
was 78.7 per cent. of the total num- 
ber. By 1920 there had been an 
actual drop to 78.2 per cent. But in 
the same period the women gain- 
fully employed rose from 14.7 per 
cent. of the entire female population 
over the age of 10 to 21.1 per cent. 
In forty years the. number of wo- 
men in industry, relatively to the 
population, had increased by 50 per 
cent. That ratio may show by the 
next census a slight decline, since 
1920 might still have felt the effect 
of the war years, when women en- 
tered the gainful occupations in ex- 
ceptional numbers. But there seems 
to be no doubt that the long-dis- 
tance invasion of industry by wo- 
men will continue. Easy generaliza- 
tions about the spending ability of 
American women will thus have to 
be corrected by what they have 
actually done to raise the family 
income. 

A second factor in the standard- 
of-living problem has been the 
shortened workday. Within a gen- 
eration it has been estimated that 
working hours have decreased by 15 
per cent. In the early ’90s the 
standard day was ten hours. It is 
now eight hours. This means more 
than a gain in leisure and in rec- 
reation and educational opportu- 
nities. Professor PAUL H. DOUGLAS 
two years ago pointed out that the 
shorter day actually meant a meas- 
urable gain in income by way of 
decreased expenditure. The head of 
the family has time for odd jobs 
around the house which formerly 
meant carpenter’s and plumber’s 
bills; small in the specific instance 
but sizable in the aggregate. We 
may perhaps go so far as to credit 
the male of the house with willing- 
ness to help out in or about the 
kitchen. 


WELL-ADVISED GIVING. 


A timely warning is issued by a 
committee of the Welfare Council 
against “ill-advised giving.” It is 
particularly apposite at this time of 
year when so many appeals are put 
out in the name of sweet charity. 
Various principles, or tests, are sug- 
gested. Givers should make sure 
of the identity of the recipients of 
their bounty. They should not be 
misled by organizations unknown to 
them, or by undertakings that are 
merely sentimental, not to say sen- 
sational. Care should always be 
taken to prevent the self-respect, or 
pride, of beneficiaries from being 
injured through the manner of be- 
stowing gifts upon them. Every one 
must admit the soundness and jus- 
tice of these ideas. Charity that is 
not discriminating and delicate loses 
half its value. 

We refer to this statement of the 
Welfare Council in order to point 
once more to the scrupulous way in 
which the help extended to the Hun- 
dred Neediest Cases is safeguarded 
from every possible abuse of the 
kind mentioned. There can be no 
doubt of the* genuineness of the 
need. It is certified to by respon- 
sible people after the most painstak- 
ing inquiry. Moreover, nothing is 
wasted in administration. Every 
penny of every gift goes to the per- 
son designated. And those that are 
benefited do not as a rule even know 
who their generous helpers are. Aid 
comes to them, as it were, imperson- 
ally, and only as something which 
goes naturally with the Christmas 
spirit. These are among the rea- 
sons why THE TIMES fund for the 
Hundred Neediest Cases has come

THE LEGION AND PROHIBITION. 


Commander SPAFFORD of the Amer- 
ican Legion has shown good judg- 
ment in deciding not to bring before 
the Executive Committee his pro- 
posal to hold a referendum on prohi- 
bition. It was a mistake to suppose 
that he believed he had the author- 
ity to order such a, poll. Only the 
veterans at their annual convention, 
as former Commander DRAIN points 
out, could take the responsibility. 
“My position,” says Commander 
SPAFFORD, “was one of making a 
“suggestion. The Legion has just 
‘“‘as much privilege to decline my 
“ suggestion as I had.to make it.” 

It may well be that Colonel Spar- 
FORD .feels.as.strongly about prohi- 
bition as he did about relief of the 
veterans by Congress. In all causes 
which’ he’ advocates hetis straight- 
forward and positive. At the same 
time he has the welfare of: the Le- 
gion at heart. He happens to think 
that the’ purpose’and the effect of 
the Eighteenth Amendment and the 
Volstead act constitute “the great 
moral question of the age.” He has 
frankly said that, in his judgment, 
apoll of some organization like 
ours” would prompt political par- 
ties “to write into their platforms 
“in clear and unmistakable lan- 
A e just where they stood.” But 





action on political questions ‘should 
be avoided by the Legion, At its 
birth a constitution was adopted giv- 
ing notice that .it would not be 
a political organization, although 
never denying itself patriotic ex- 
pression in emergencies. Its ideals 
were to be jealously guarded and its 
motives were not to be misconstrued. 

When President GOMPERS of the 
American Federation of Labor 
charged the American Legion in 
1920 with “improperly participating 
“in certain political/activities in the 
“State of Kansas,” National Com- 
mander GALBRAITH declared that if 
any members of the American Le- 
gion had taken part in “the inci- 
dents reported by you,” it was with- 
out the sanction of officials of the 
Legion “and in violation of our ex- 
pressed policy.” Colonel GALBRAITH 
added that “the position of the 
“ American Legion in political con- 
“troversies is neutral and non-par- 
“tisan,” and that “we are not in- 
“terested in political differences as 
“they arise in different sections of 
“the country.” No question is more 
controversial than the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volstead act. 
The American Legion should steer 
clear of it.

ARCHITECTURE AND TRAFFIC} 


Regulation Said to Be Better Than; 
Extensive Rebuilding. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mr. Flagg’s statementiof the neces- 
sity of an architecturalicure for our 
traffic problem in preference to any 
more regulatory remedy is interest- 
ing. Discussion of this moot topic is 
bound to bring it proper considera- 
tion and eventual solution. 

We all appreciate thoroughly, I, be- 
lieve, that a cure for our present 
traffic difficulties can be effected; by 
an architectural plan which will ob- 
viate interference. Apart Asi. the 
new problems which would surely 
arise after viaducts, arcades and’ the 
like had been built to separate fast 
and slow vehicular traffic and!pedes- 
trians, what about the huge ‘cost of 
such construction? Ho.7 long} before 
the work would be completed for 
use? And who would foot the; bill? 

Many of us citizens wo..td be jin- 
terested to know whether or not’ the 
cost might be prohibitive; and the 
period of our expectancy so|long that 
just those vital New York’ interests: 
needing protection. may justly seek: 
instant remedy rather than await a 
problematical cure. I believe, too, 
that New York taxpayers might 
question the advisability of creating 
such expensive facilities and con- 
veniences for out-of-town méotorists, 
whose total indirect contribution 
would be but a fraction of the’ final 
cost. 

My point is not to prefer regulatory 
remedy for Mr. Flagg’s cure, but 
rather to apply now those obvious 
remedies of more stringent rules 
against obstruction of our streets by 
parking and of a stricter enforce- 
ment of these and all the clearly 
needed traffic regulations. When the 
cure is ready and applicable these 
remedies of the current situation will 
not have been in vain. We are now 
suffering from instantly remediable 
traffic congestion and actual fire 
menace. 

The objection to pedestrians obey- 
ing the traffic signals omits consid- 
eration of the facts of the situation. 
Much of our congestion and con- 
fusion in the busiest sections of the 
city is due to pedestrians’ refusal to 
submit to traffic regulation. New 
York is practically the only large 
city where pedestrian disregard of 
traffic signals and regulations does 
not incur the same penalties <3 ve- 
hicle drivers. This point is too ob- 
vious for serious discussion. 

The elimination of left-hand turns 
on two-way streets w-uld benefit the 
situation infinitely move than the 
extra mileage entailed by right-hand 
turns would harm’ it. It would 
damage no one to take off Fifth Ave- 
nue and other such main traffic ar- 
teries innumerable vehicles which 
now crowd them through habit and 
could just as easily reach their des- 
tinations without turns by using an- 
other avenue. 

In a word, why ignore the actual 
situation and its practical current’ 
remedies in unticipation of a distant, 
costly and, at least, debatable cure? | 
We need to heed, more than ever,j 
the architects on this problem.

If these subsections become law, 
the plowing in of corporate earnings 
may become in large measure prac- 
tically subject to the veto of the in- 
ternal revenue. officials, How will 
the internal revenue officials admin- 
ister these subsections? Will they 
assume that any plowing in of more 
than 60 per cent. is prima facie in 
excess of the ‘‘reasonable needs of 
the business’’? 

Many shining examples of Ameri- 
can business corporations have at- 
tained their present stature by plow- 
ing in year after year 70 per cent., 
80 per cent. and even 100 per cent. of 
their earnings. f 

Could this great accomplishment 
have been achieved if every year 
each of these corporations had been 
obliged to convert successive internal 
revenue officials to the vision, the 
euthusiasm and the judgment that 
impelled the leaders of these corpo- 
rations to plow in this portion of 
their earnings? 

Vision, enthusiasm and judgment 
are more needed in American busi- 
ness today than ever before. To tie 
them now to the apron strings of 
internal revenue officials can surely 
never have been the intention of the 
very able draftsmen of the new 
Revenue bill. 

Elsewhere in the new Revenue bill 
there are provisions that comprehen- 
sively define all so-called personal 
and effectively 
penalize them with a 25 per cent. 
surtax whenever they are used to ac- 
cumulate surplus at a rate exceeding 
30 per cent. of their net income. 

These provisions, coupled with the 
practice now being followed by the 
internal revenue officials under Sec- 
tion 220 of the old law, would seem 
sufficient to reach every substantial 
case of surtax evasion. To add to 
these the perilous provisions of new 
Subsections C: and D would seem 
like putting on a belt, which may 
soon become a straitjacket, when 
one already is wearing an entirely 
adequate pair of suspenders,

Lord’s Day Alliance Declares It 
Seeks to Lift the Strait- 
jacket Off 7-Day Toilers. 


100 MINISTERS AT MEETING 


One Asserts Women Would Still Bs 
Combing Hair With Chestnut Burrs 
if It Were Net for Reformers. 


Stressing the need for one day of 
rest in every seven, rather than an 
attempt to enforce observance of the 
Sabbath as their objective, about 100 
ministers closed the thirty-ninth an- 
niversary meeting of the organiza- 
tion yesterday at the Hotel Astor 
with a discussion of plans to empha- 
size the observance of Sunday as the 
proper weekly day of rest. 

“We are living in an epidemic of 
lawlessness and Sabbath breaking.

tidal wave,’ the Rev. John H. Wil-' 
ley of Montclair, N. J., Vice Presi- | 
dent of the’ Alliance, declared. ‘‘I am | 
here to claim that the crime wave is | 
one of the proofs of = gigantic and. 
deliberate organized country-wide at- | 
tack on.the Sabbath Day. Without | 
a Sabbath Day the Church would be , 
like a locomotive without a track.’ 

Describing a condition of life in| 
which, he said, ‘‘women would be 
combing their hair with a chestnut , 
burr if it hadn’t been for reformers,” | 
the Rev. Mr. Willey declared that the | 
Lord’s Day Alliance ‘‘is not a re- | 
form association and its representa- 
tives are not reformers. They are 
conservatives rather than reformers | 
and are out to save old landmarks | 
and preserve an ancient American | 
institution, which is priceless—the | 
Sabbath.”’ 

The Rev. William H. Foulkes of . 
the First Presbyterian Church, New- 
ark, in . efense of the purposes of the 
Alliance, said:

An exhibit of the work of B. Aron- 
son, a young Russian scenic de- 
signer, will open today at the Ander- 
son Galleries. It will continue for 
ten days under the sponsorship of 
several persons associated with the 
theatre, including Mrs. Edith J. R.

The pictorial end of the Mark 
Strand program this week is most 
entertaining. There is the feature pro- 
duction, ‘‘French Dressing,’ which 
is nicely produced by Allan Dwan, 
and then there is a short subject en- 
titled ‘‘Young Hollywood,’’ wherein 
the children of ,well-known screen 
people .do their bit so ably that 
grown-up actors and directors might 
easily profit by studying this amus- 
ing sketch, 

“French Dressing’ has nothing 
whatever to do with the kitchen. It 
is a title that means what it says, or, 
to be more explicit, it deals ‘with 
Parisian-gowns and their value to a 
frump. 

Mr. Dwan, in producing this ‘film 
for Robert T. Kane, has gathered 
about him an excellent cast. H. B. 
Warner figures as the husband who 
is caught kissing a Mrs. Nash. (No 
Mr. Nash decorates the story.) Mrs. 
Nash is not without charm and there- 
fore it is not astonishing that Cyn- 
thia Grey should object when Philip 
{her husband) snatches a kiss he- 
tween bites on a chicken sandwich 
and sips of champagne. Why, you 
might wonder, were Mrs. Nash and 
Philip in the kitchen so late at night? 
Just because Mrs. Nash goes down- 
stairs for something or other and 
stumps her toe. This accident gives 
Mr. Dawn the chance to show Mrs. 
Nash coaxing her little foot, while 
upstairs Philip is preparing a revol- 
ver just in case the noise should have 
been caused by burglars. 

Cynthia, impersonated by Lois Wil- 
son, has no flair for fashion. Her 
skirts are long and her hats are 
gloomy. She goes to Paris to seek 
a divorce, and it looks very much as 
if she were so careless that she had 
not taken her necktie off during the 
long voyage, for it is still askew 
when she is perceived in a hotel lob- 
by, lonely and on the point of tears. 

Clive Brook is the other man, and 
Mr. Brook can be the other man as 
skillfully as any film actor. By the 
time he encounters Cynthia she has 
learned about gowns from Mrs. 
Nash, who followed Cynthia to 
France. 

Cynthia takes it for granted that 
Henri de Briac (most fashionable 
Frenchmen made in Hollywood bear 
this name) is the maitre d’hdtel, 
possibly because he is dressed so 
faultlessly:. Then she hears people 
at a table call him ‘‘Henri,’’ so she 
also addresses him as “Henri,” as! 
he, amused, escorts her to a table. 
He even accepts her tip. The next 
day or evening Cynthia is much 
chagrined to discover her mistake, 
but the polite Frenchman regrets 
that yesterday she called. him 
‘Henri’? and now she refers to him 
as ‘‘Monsieur de Brissac.”’ 

It means nothing to take an ocean 
trip on the screen, especially when 
the sea and the steamship are not 
brought into view. So Philip, evi- 
dently a gentleman of means, dashes 
off to Paris. Instead of finding a 
dowdy Cynthia, he finds one that 
wears the last word in décolletée 





gowns and fetching frocks. Of 
course, he does not want his wife to 
obtain her divorce and he is averse | 
to this fellow de Briac taking up so | 
much of Cynthia’s time. Philip, af- 
ter some exasperating experiences, | 
eventually succeeds in winning back | 
his wife. | 

Miss Wilson’s acting in this film is | 
splendid. Mr. Warner and Mr. Brook | 
give excellent performances and so! 
does Lilyan Tashman, who plays the | 
part of the husbandless Mrs. Nash. | 

“Young Hollywood” is particularly | 
well done. Its only fault is that it 
seems too short. Erich von Stro- 
heim’s son, with a monocle and his 
hair cut like his father’s assumes, the 
post of director of a film the sons 
and daughters of the cinema favor- 
ites are making. Young von Stro- 
heim and Colonel Tim McCoy’s 
son, Tim, who plays the part of a 
young gentleman with Chaplinesque 
trousers, give the outstanding per- 
formances in .this.morsel of fun. 
Tim, whose stage name is Mike, is 
also the grandson of the late Henry 
Miller. His most amusing scene is 
when he is eyeing a pie while wait- 
ing for his call from the director;

Tommy Loughran this morning is 
light-heavyweight champion of the 
world, so far as the New York State 
Athletic Commission is concerned, 
beyond a question of a doubt. Before 
12,000 fight fans at Madison Square 
Garden last night the Philadelphian 
boxed and fought his way co the de- 
cision over Jimmy Slattery of Buf- 
falo, designated champion of the Na- 
tional Boxing Association, in fifteen 
rounds of fighting which bristled 
with action every second of the way 
and at times sizzled with torrid fight- 
ing which had the crowd yelling 
wildly. 

When the final bell clanged, An- 
nouncer Joe Humphries collected the 
ballots of Referee Lou Magnolia and 
Judges.Charles F. Mathison and Tom 
Flynn and announced the decision 
fer Loughran... A portion of the 
crowd aproved the verdict,but judged 
on the volume of its -protesting out- 
burst, the majority disagreed. And 
as the fighters left the ring it was 
Slattery who got the biggest cheer. 
But there waz no just cause to ques- 
tion Loughran’s victory any more 
than there is to question the Phila- 
delphian’s right to ownership of the 
light-heavyweight title which Jack 
Delaney surrendcred when he en- 
tered the heavyweight ranks. Lough- 
ran won eight rounds and won them 
beyond question. Slattery won five 
rounds and two were even. Loughran 
won the second, fifth, seventh, tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth and fif- 
teenth rounds. Slattery was entitled 
to the first, third, sixth, eighth and 
ninth. The fourth and fourteenth 
were even. 


Crowd With Slattery. 


The outburst of disapproval when 
the verdict was announced and the 
cheers for Slattery were doubtless 
due to the fact that the crowd made 
him the sentimental favorite as he 
entered the ring. Those cold ana- 
lysts of boxing form who back their 
opinions with hard cash, made 
Loughran a favorite at odds vari- 
ously reported at 2 to 1 and 3 to 1, 
and though the odds were generous— 
more generous than the progress of 
the bout showed justified—their 
judgment was vindicated. 

The tabulation of rounds for each 
boxer shows exactly how Loughran 
won. The heavy score for the Phila- 
delphian on the fag end of the bout 
tells the tale vividly. Slattery made 
good on the claims that he has been 
paying strict attention to fighting 
business lately, but he was not 
gaited to the distance at the pace 
and under the circumstances. He 
Was engaging in a fifteen-round bout 
and he failed to gauge his pace ac- 
cordingly, granting that he can or 
could. 

He folded up, in the parlance of the 
ring, after the tenth session and 
Loughran came on-to win. Had the 
bout been a ten-round affair, Slattery 
would have been’ triumphant, for at 
that stage of the battle the Bison 
City lad was in front, five rounds 
to four, with one even. Another 
thing, Slattery fought only in spots, 
in exciting flashes, as the urge 
seized him, under the tantalizing 
sting. of the jabs to the face and 
drives to the body by Loughran. He 
let Loughran make all the pace, do 
#1) the leading, and the Philadelphian 
deserves credit for being the aggres- 
sor. Albeit at times Loughran 
missed awkwardly. But, so did Slat- 
tery, and more frequently, though 
not quite as awkwardly, as. did 
Loughran. ; 


Fight a Masterpiece.

at times. 

Loughran fought a fight calculated 
to bring him victory anc was success- 
ful. Slattery tried at an unfamiliar 
distance to stretch his strength and 
stamina and speed; and could not. 
Loughran played for the body for t e 
most part in the early fighting in a 
pian, obviously mapped out to 
weaken Slattery to the point of least 
resistance by gradually hammering, 
and to a great extent Loughran vas 
successful in this bec: use he had 
Slattery weary in the closing five 
rounds which told the tale, 

Ia the first sessiin Slattery re- 
vealed that his fight would woe a 
counter-fight end he held to this in- 
varievly, only infrequently « ssaying

Cooper seemed the stronger 
of the two and was at least entitled 
to a draw. It was a tough fight from 
first bell to last. Each fighter 
weighed 145 pounds. 

Arturo. Shekles, Belgian welter- 
weight, won the decision over Billy 
Leonard, Syracuse fighter, in the 
first of the ten-round bouts, but 
there was one dissenter to this vote 
and he made his objection known by 
the simple but rather expressive act 
of tossing into the ring a package of 
ice cream, which landed with a 
startling thud after just missing 
Shekles.

Victory Clinches His Right to the 
Title Which Was Conceded 
Him Here in October. 


For slightly more than two months 
Tommy Loughran enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of being the State Athletic 
Commission’s recognized light-heavy- 
weight champion. Last night he es- 
tablished his claim to the title~ be- 
yond dispute. He fought to attain 
this position for eight years. 

Loughran has been fighting since 
1919 and turned his twenty-fifth 
birthday last Nov. 29. He isa native 
of Philadelphia, makes his home 
there and is regarded as one of the 
most popular fellows in boxing.

BOTH AVAILABLE IN-EUROPE| 


Officials Say They Will Receive 
‘Same Consideration as Others— 
Explain Zone Selection.

BOSTON, Dec. 12.—Neither Wil- 
liam T. Tilden 2d, ranking Ameri- 
can player, nor Francis T. Hunter, 
the partner with whom he won the 
1927 National doubles tennis title, 
will be available to America for the 
1928 Davis Cup play in the American 
zone, Tilden told The Associated 
Press tonight.. He said that he and 
Hunter planned to sail for France 
about the first of May and would 
not return.to -this country. until the 
middle of August. 


Tilden, who. is‘ in this city for a 
theatrical engagement, made known 
his attitude and plans when asked 
for comment on the decision of the 
Executive Committee of the United 
States Lawn Tennis. Association to 
challenge for the Davis Cup in the 
American zone. 

The committee met in New York 
last. Saturday and was reported to 
have adopted unanimously the rec- 
ommendation of the Davis Cup Com- 
mittee to challenge in the American 
zone. Tilden, declaring he was 
backed by other players, had urged 
the committee to challenge in the 
European zone. 


Doubts Vote Was Unanimous. 


“I am quite positive that the so- 
called unanimous vote was no such 
thing,’’ Tilden declared, ‘‘but that’s 
only a detail, and the decision will 
not interfere with the plans which 
Hunter and I have made to bid once 
again for the French and British 
titles. I talked with Hunter in 
Providence yesterday and we will 
sail for France around the first of 


ay. 

We shall. not return until the 
middle of August and for that rea- 
son we naturally will not be avail- 
able for selection for Davis es Play, 
in the American zone at leas 

Tilden declared that‘he and his 
partner had decided against Ameri- 
can zone play because ‘‘neither Hun- 
ter nor my self believe that it would 
be possible in the event that we won 
here to go abroad and get into con- 
dition for winning play in Europe 
by as late a date as the American 
Lawn Tennis Association plans to 
send the team over. 


Insists on Winning Chance. 


“Neither of us is willing to play 
if there is no change of winning. 
Mind you that. I don’t say we would 
win anyhow, but our chances would 
be materially lessened. Neither of 
us is willing to lose points for the 
United States if we can win points. 

“That is our attitude on American 
zone play. Whether or not, if 
America wins in the American zone, 
our services would be sought in in- 
terzone play abroad is entirely up to 
the United States Lawn Tennis As- 
sociation. We shall be available to 
them over there, but not in the 
American zone.” 


Officials Have Own Plans. 


“Tf Tilden and Hunter do not care 
to play, that is their business. They 
will be*treated the. same as every 
one else under consideration for the 
team.’”? This was the comment made 
last night by a member of the Davis | 
Cup Committee, who requested thai 
his name be not made public. 

The spokesman also said: 

*‘In choosing the American zone we 
took inte consideration the conven- 
ience of the team, the necessity of 
training some of the younger players 
and the strategy of having them play 
on their home courts. Last year the 
trip of Tilden abroad was held up 
as an example ‘of the exhaustion of a 
great player’s powers. 

‘‘Hunter can stand the strain of a 
long grind abroad both on his nerves 
and physically. . But you take sonie 
of these younger players who have 
never been abroad and the strain of 
playing under strange conditions and 
eating food to which they are not 
accustomed for months through five 
rounds is too much for them. It

“And then there is the question of 


; taking young players out of college. 
. John Van Ryn is a typical example. 


He is well up in his studies and will 
get his degree in June, but he is 
willing to forego this if ‘he is called 
on to play.. People at Princeton feel 
that we would be. gpen to criticism 
if we took a boy out of college and 
held him back for a year. This ap- 
plies to George «Lott and Johnny 
Doeg as well, “and John Hennessey 
has his business to think of. If we 
played in the European zone it would 
mean that they would have to leave 
in April and they would not be back 
until August, with the American sea- 
son continuitig into September. 

‘“‘Another reason why we chose the 
American zone is that this zone was 
built around us and we have built up 
cordial relations with Japan, Mex- 
ico, Canada, ‘Cuba and the other 
countries that have challenged in the 
zone. We do not’feel that it would 
be vip for us to desert them and 
play in Europe."

LONDON, Dec. 12.—An organized 

effort, backed, by British tennis au- 
thority and furthered by the expendi- 
ture of funds,which will provide fa- 
cilities for methodical training and 
expert coaching, will be made to re- 
gain England’s lost tennis honors, it 
was announced at the annual meet- 
ing of the Lawn Tennis Association 
today. 
Drastic action also was taken by 
the association in regard to player- 
writers, even player-broadcasters and 
amateurism generally was stressed. 

The new ive toward tennis su- 
premacy was announced by’ Lord 
Dabernon, former British Ambassa- 
dor to Berlin, who is Chairman of 
the association. He stated that it 
was pee to be satisfied with 
the 1927 record of the English ten- 
nis players, who had failed to win a 
single men’s championship at Wim- 
bledon. 

Under the new plan the associa- 
tion would devote the. best energy 
and brains to provide a method of 
real training and skilful coaching 
and would afford facilities for prac- 
tice for all the young players. Ac- 
tion already has been taken toward 
reducing the. cost of tennis balls by 
cutting their price to a dollar a 
dozen. 

It was resolved that no amateur 
could receive money or a monetary 
equivalent for writing identifiable 
articles about tennis competitions in 
which the player is engaged; permit 
himself to be interviewed or to broad- 
cast talks, or to be advertised in con- 
nection with tennis requisites of 
which he is not the manufacturer. 
The point was raised as to what 
action, if any, would be taken 
against foreign players infringing on 
praca rules here, but no answer was 
given.

Ferdinand-Marie-Jacques-Isadore-Pascal-Antoine, King 
of Spain, of Castille, of Leon, of Aragon, of the Two 
Sicilies, &c., &c. He intends to promote a yacht race. 

The yacht race will be sailed from New York to San- 
tander, which is a neat but not gaudy city on the Bay 
of Biscay. The advantage of making Santander the 
final mark is that it is only a short distance from San 
Sebastian, the Summer home of the royal family of 
Spain. Thus, when King Alfonso hears that the lead- 
ing yacht is coming up.on the port tack, he can dash 
down the bay with the jolly gold cup under his royal 
arm and present the trophy to the proud winner. 

King Alfonso, by the way, is offering two trophics, 
one for small boats and one for large boats. Mr. 
Pyle, however, is making no distinction between small 
and large foot racers.

Well, 
that’s the mystery. ; 

Part of it, Mr. Pyle explained, will be contributed 
by various Chambers of Commerce and Boards. of 
Trade. In return for this Mr. Pyle will run his race 
through the cities and towns represented by these 
Chambers of Commerce and Boards of Trade. Other 
cities and towns have contributed on, another. basis. 
In return for'their contributions Mr. Pyle has prom- 
ised not to run his race through’ the said cities and 
towns. In simple justice, there should be a higher 
charge to cities and towns in this‘second category. 
Mr. Pyle should be like Mark Twain’s Swiss yodeler 
who began yodeling for the comparatively small sum 
of a few pfennig, but who refused to stop yodeling for 
less than a gold mark. 

Wouldn't it be strange if the winner of Mr. Pyle’s 
Grand International Transcontinental Foot Race 
should take his $25,000, buy a: yacht and win — 
Alfonso’s transoceanic yacht race?

Outside of the rise of 3 to 6 ‘points 
in a number of active shares on the 
Stock Exchange, yésterday’s. mar- 
kets produced several other interest- 
ing developments. Sterling, after 
brief ul » ‘went above its 
previous high point and, although no 
more gold was engaged for London, 
shipments of $1,700,000 were an- 
noun for South American and 
Oriental points, raising the present 
month’s total gold export from New 
York to nearly $28,000,000. This 
movement accompanied a highly in- 
teresting statement of England’s 
November export trade in merchan- 
dise. The cotton market weakened 
decidedly, falling below 19° éents a 
pound for the first time since the 
price rose from 17% to nearly 19% 
cents on the Government’s : first 
crop forecast of 13,492,000 bales, 
708,000 higher than last Thursday's 
estimate. 

The rise on the Stock Exchange 
was directed chiefly this time to 
stocks which had figured conspic- 
uously in the advance earlier in the 
season. United States Steel rose 3% 
points, General Motors 2, Houston Oil 
5% and du Pont 5%, and only a small 
part of the early extreme gains was 
lost. Along with this advance by the 
so-called ‘‘market leaders’’ other 
shares of a more purely speculative 
character rose 5, 6 and in one case 
even 12 points. There were few de- 
clines to vary this movement in the 
industrial list, but railway stocks 
continued to reflect uncertainty over 
the Federal court’s decision on 
valuation of railway property.

PURCHASED IN OPEN MARKET 


Holding ts Understood to Carry 
Dominant Control—Not Rep- 
resented on Board. 


The du Pont interests have added 
to their vast holdings in the United 
States Steel Corporation and the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation an accumu- 
lation of stock in the United States 
Rubber Company said to be~large 
enough to give them virtually a work- 
ing control in that company. 

That the du Ponts had acquired 
about 300,000 shares of United States 
Rubber common was unofficially con- 


firmed here yesterday, Persons close 
to the du Pont enterprises said that 
members of the du Pont family, act- 
ing as individuals and not for E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours & Co., had been 
buying United States Rubber stock 
for some months with the fdea of 
“holding it for the long pull.’’ 

United States Rubber is the third 
large industrial company to attract 
the du Pont capital. If the holdin 
of the du Ponts amount to 300, 
shares of common stock, as was an- 
nounced here yesterday ‘‘on reliable 
authority,’’ they have placed them- 
selves -in a erful position in 
United States Rubber: That company 
has outstanding 810,000 shares of $100 
par common stock in addition to 
about 690,000 shares of 8 per cent. 
$100 par non-cumulative preferred 
stock. Both classes of stock have 
equal voting power. The common 
and preferred are widely distributed, 
so that a single holding of the size 
of the du Ponts’ probably would be 
dominant. 

The fact that interests close to the 
du Ponts emphasized yesterday that 
the accumulation of United States 
Rubber stock was by individuals was 
interpreted in Wall Street as mean- 
ing that the stock will not be turned 
over to the du Pont companv with- 
out the sanction of the Federal 
Trade Commission and the United 
States Department of Justice. The 
announcement by the du Pont com- 
pany a few months ago that it had 
purchased 114,000 shares. of United 
States Steel common started an in- 
vestigation by the Federal Trade 
Commission into the reported ‘‘com- 
munity of interest’? amon bast) 
du Pont com y, the Steel Cor- 

ration and neral Motors. That 
nvestigation is now pending. 

The du Pont company is the largest 
sin,le stockholding group in General 
Motors, in which the du Pont repre- 
sentatives have been influential for 
some years. The du Pont holdings 
of General Motors common represent 
nearly 25 per cent. of the total issue 
outstanding. : 

For the present, it is understood, 
the du Ponts will not take an active 
hand in the management of United 
States Rubber. They have made no 
move toward obtaining representa- 
tion on the Board of Directors. It 
is regarded as likely that later, how- 
ever, representatives of the du Ponts 
will be added to the board. It was 
recalled here yesterday that it was 
some time after the du Ponts ac- 
quired an interest’in General Motors 
Corporation before they asserted 
themselves in a dominant way in the 
management. 

The du Ponts, according to persons 
in their confidence, are interested 
mainly in United States Rubber’s 
vast crude rubber plantations. The 
company through a subsidiary owns 
anes aggregating more than 
34,000 acres, the greater part of 
which acreage is in Sumatra, with 
most of the remainder in Malaya. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
du Ponts had been extending their 
stock purchases to other companies, 
as has been reported frequently in 
Wall Street during the last few 
months. 

Nearly all of the 300,000 shares of 
United States Rubber common ‘were 
bought by representatives of the du 
Ponts in the open market, it is 
understood. The stock has been ac- 
cummulated quietly and until re 
cently there has been little reflection 
of the buying in the stock market. 
Yesterday United States Rubber was 
strong and active, advancing from a 
low of 58% to a high of ™% and 


closing at 55% with a net gain of 2% 
points. 


DROPS TRADE RESTRICTIONS 


Poland Abolishes Ruling on Ex- 
changes and Capital Exports. 
Specia’ to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.— All re- 
strictions on transactions in foreign 
drafts and currencies and the export 
of capital from Poland have been 
abolished, Trade Commissioner Gil- 
bert Redern at Warsaw today in- 
formed the Department of Com- 
merce. 

Trade in foreign exchange, he de- 
clared, is now entirely free and there 
are no img any restrictions on the 
transfer abroad of checks, currency 
or letters of credit. 

Polish exporters, moreover, are no 
longer required to obtain the so- 
called valuta certificates in order to 
collect money from foreign firms for 
sports merchandise, exporters now 
being permitted to move such cred- 
its in any manner they desire. 

The removal of restrictions, how- 
ever, does not apply to gold and sil- 
ver coinage and bullion.

Alfred P. Thom, general counsel for 
the ‘American Association of Railway 
Executives. He stated that a study 
of the text of the decision showed 
that the Court, in the (majority opin- 
ion, had not given its;approval to the 
methods of valuation now used by 


the. Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and in fact had left open the 
issue of valuation procedure.

Consumption in November 
Equal to Imports. 


Consumption of crude rubber in the 
United States in November was 26,- 
792 tons, or two tons more than in 
October, but 1,288 tons, or 4.6 per 
cent., less than in the same month 
last year. Consumption for the first 
eleven months of, the year totaled 
$45,543 tons, against 339,615 tons for 
the same period of 1926, an increase 
of 1.7 per cent. 

Imports of crude rubber in Novem-~ 
ber amounted to 40,984 tons, a.de- 
cline of 123 tons from November, 
1926. Imports for eleven months 
were 403,677 tons, a gain of 24,618 
tons, or 6.5 per cent., over the like 
period of 1926. 

As a result of larger imports and 
unchanged consumption, stocks on 
hand on Nov. 30 were 101,034 tons, 
comparing with 97,452 tons at the 
end of October. Stocks at the end 
of November last: year were 69,385 
tons.

Speculative Selling Accelerates De- 
cline in Market. 


The market for crude rubber fu- 
tures on the Rubber Exchange was 
weak yesterday, easier London and

About forty ae trust companies 
and private banking firms in’ this 
city which finance American foreign 
trade have adopted a resolution fa- 
voring the ratification by the United 
States of The Hague rules governing 
ocean bills of lading. ‘This: matter is 
now awaiting action by the United 
States Senate. 

These rules have their origin in in- 
| ternational efforts of cargo-owners, 
merchants, manufacturers, bankers, 
underwriters and others, with the co- 
operation of shipowners, to establish 
uniform conditions throughout the 
world for the carriage of goods by 
sea. The terms were prepared in a 
| Series of international conferences 
and were formally approved as a 
convention by the diplomatic repre- 
| sentatives of some twenty-four lead- 
ing maritime countries. 

A summary of.the resolution just 
adopted here is as follows: 

The New York banks extend credit 
, and make advances against export 
and import, bills aggregating many 
hundreds of millions of dollars an- 
nually. Shippers and buyers engaged 
in our foreign trade need bank ac- 
commodation,» and the bankers are 
glad to furnish it, but it is reasonable 
for the banks to ask for a safe bill 


of lading as security for their ad- ' 


vances. 

The bankers’ security and that vf 
the shippers will, unquestionably, be 
= strengthened if the bills of 

ading are governed by The H™ sue 
rules, the purpose of which is to 
eliminate the chaotic conditio: which 
has existed for years in oir inter- 
national trade, wherein, heretofore, 
| every nation has had a different law 
, and every steamship company, a dif- 

ferent form of bill of lading. 

The rules unquestionably offer the 
| best form of bill of lading which has 
ever been put forward. They impose 
upon the carriers heavy additional 
responsibilities and make for greater 
| safety in transportation and for bet- 
ter security when damage occurs. 

There is every reason why the 
United States, in particular, should 
| adopt The Hague rules, because 
they are, in fact, a codification of 
‘the American law as it has existed 
since the passage of the Harter act 
in 1893. In addition to the protection 
of that act, three important reforms 
have been incorporated, which cargo 
interests have been seeking for years, 
as follows: 

1 The carrier is prohibited from 
limiting his liability per package be- 
low £100, or $500. 

2. The owners of cargo are allowed 
one year within which to bring suit 
for loss of or damage to their goods. 

3. Innumerable exception clauses
